The dispatch reiterates the assertion that there is strenuous opposition In 


all foreign colonies to the acceptnace of Yung Lu as peace negotiator. 


Reports of Chinese raids on Tonauin and Corean borders are regarded as 


suggestive and are preparing the European powers and the United States 


for French and Japanese operations in regions wherein they are respectively 
interested similar to operations in Russia in Manchuria. 


Washington, Sept. 13—Earl Li replies to the American note of a few days 


ago expressing the hope that his powers are sufficient to protect American 
lives and interests in China, sayinlg he has that power and will see that pro- 
tection is given, 


London, Sept. 13—There is a general disposition here to accept as mainly

Washington, Sept. IS—The war department has received a telegram frten

Houston, Texas, Sept. 13—From all parts of the United States and portions 


of England, thousands of dollars are pouring into the city for the relief 'of 
the destitute storm sufferers. 


Train loads of provisions and clothing are hurrying toward Houston and 


Galveston ante those refugees who have arrived here are being made as com- 
fortable as possible. 


Estimates of the number oC the dead still vary, Mayor Jones of Galveston 


maintaining the opinion that the number •will be no less than 5000. 


The property losses are mounting higher as details arrive, and some esti- 


mate that inl the city of Galveston they will reach as high as twenty million 
dollars. 


There are 25,000 homeless people In that olty to b« taken care of, and it is 


a question whether Galveston can or will be rebuilt. There seems to be a 
disposition on the part of leading citizen's, however, to start resolutely 
where storm left off, and raise a new city from the ruins of the old. 


Troops are patrolling the streets arid looting: has almost ceased. 
Several additional cases have been repforted where vandals have been shot 


down while robbing the dead, but the troops are rapidly gaining control of 
the lawless element. 


At noon today there -woe no new feature* striee last night, but the wires are 


expected to be working late this evening direct to Galveston and in that 
event fuller and mtore' authentic details may be expected tomorrow morning. 


General Manager Van Leek of the Southern Pacific has returned from a 


trip to Galveston to examine the damage done the wharves of his company 
being buijt there. He says the damage is fully 80 per cent. 


The Southern Pacific is carrying: men and material to Virginia Point as 


fast as possible, and he says he expects to begin work on the bridge with- 
in two days. 


It is expected trains can be run Into Gtelveston within 48 dajn,

International Forces Make an Unsuccessful 


Attack Upon Fortifications, Diploma- 


tic Situation Still in a Tangle 


t/ondon, Sept. IS.—The foreign offlos 


has information confirming the private 
dispatches received yesterday, rc-garalnp 
an attack by the international forces 
upon the Chin«ee fortifications at Fe' 
Tans, north of Taku, but that the attack 
\\ as unsuccessful. 


All the correspondents in Chln» are 


•ending terrible stories of the wholesale 
moisacre of missionaries and native 
Christians. It IB asserted that during 
July between 15,000 and 30,000 converts 
we5e massacred in the northern prov- 
inces. Large numbers of missionaries 
are still unaccounted for and sniall hope 
i» entertained of their escape. 


Native reports are subjected to tha 


most careful scrutiny, with the result 
that, although there may be some ex- 
aggeration. It Is impossible to doubt that 
In th« m*dn they are correct. 


The horror is Intensified by confirma- 


tion of the reports that the women w ere 
subjected to unspeakable 
barbarities 


and tortures, being stripped and slowly 
clubb»d to death. This was one of the 
mildeat methods. The Boxers wreaked 
fiendish vengeance. The newspapers 
are calling loudly for swift punishment. 


Fears are expressed lest the Russian 


government, which does not encourage 
missionary propaganda, should prova 
lukewarm In the matter. 


Statement* ware current In the Euro- 


pean capitals laet evening that all the 
powers had replied to the Russian propo- 
rtion; that Qreat Britain and Germany 
had daolhied to evacuate Pekin, that 
Auatrla. and. Italy bad decided to ba 
guided by Germany's decision, and that 
the other powers bad agreed to a more 
Or le«s modified withdrawal. The Paris 
correspondent of The Morning Post 
claims to know that the allies will only 
withdraw outside the -walls of the capi- 
tal, where they will continue to dominate 
Pekin in a military sense. 


According to a news agency dispatch 


from Pekin, dated Aug. 31, >Ir. Conger 
regards the situation afi deplorable and 
is advl«!ng all th« Americans to leave 
the cajptta.1 H possible. 


Nothing is known here as to any con- 


ference between Li Hung Chang and Dr. 
Von Sclrwartzenstein, German minister 
tt? China. ''Nor Is-lt known -n hether any of 
the powers has recognized Li Huns 
Chang. The report of Prince Ching's 
arrival at Pekin is officially confirmed, 
but there is no official confirmation of 
the statement that he has been appointed 
a peace negotiator. 


The German papers continue to agi- 


tate for more drastic measures against 
China, and also for the forwarding of 
additional troops 


A dispatch from Blagnvtchensk, cap- 


ital of Amur province, describes the 
ceremony of re-christening the recently 
captured village of Sakhalin, on the right 
bank of the Amur, as being most im- 
pressive. 
The military and civil au- 


taontitF were present. 
The officiating 


pope christened the village Ilinski. The 
pope, during the course of his address, 
said: 
"The cross has now been erected 


on the bank of the Amur, which, yester- 
day, 
was in possession of the Chinese. 


Muravieff and Amurski, the former gov- 
ernor general of eastern Siberia, forsaw 
that this bank would b« ours sooner or 
later." 


Li Hung Chang G'ven Sale Conduct 


Washington, Sept. 13.—As one more

tained that China's willingness to come 
to terms may help solve a problem that 
is fast becoming1 more complicated.

President 
Kruger was said to be la feeble health 
and apparently was taking little In- 
terest in military operations.

was assumed that he was preparing to 
take night toward Komatipoort. 
His 


departure probably was hasten«d by 
General French's movement in Barber- 
ton, which is the terminus of a branch 
road which joins the Pretoria-Lourenzo 
M-arquez road about 60 miles west of 
Komatipoort, Lord Roberts' immediate 
objective. 
With the British in com- 


mand of this branch line, Kruger's re- 
treat to Portuguese territory would b» 
cut off. 
The departure of President Kruffar 


from Transvaal territory indicates tha 
beginning of the end of organized war- 
fare in South Africa. When the head 
and front of the Boer nation deserts the 
ship of state it seems entirely unlikely 
that the struggle will be carried on much 
longer by organized bodies of men. 
Irreconcllables may continue guerilla 
•warfare for,a short time, but there 13 
nothing left for which to flght. Th« 
Transvaal republic, like the Orange Fret 
State, has been annexed by proclama- 
tion to the British empire, and after an. 
heroic struggle against overwhelming 
numbers the Boers find, themselves with- 
out a country. 


General Roberts in this campaign lias 


driven the Boers from all their strong- 
holds, from their capital, and, from ft 
military point of view, has been vic- 
torious everywhere. There has at no 
time been a reasonable doubt as to the 
eventful outcome, the only question 
being as to what the Boers could make 
it cost the British completely to crush 
out armed resistance,

of absence for six months, ostensibly to 
proceed to Eno-ope to woik foi interven- 
tion. 
Mr. Schalkburger was appointed

Boston,,'Sept. 13.—New England-wa» 


entered Wednesday mornine by the "West 
India hurricane, Khlch etarteiifar to the 
eastward of Poet* Rico, rushed' across 
Cuba *»d Jamaica, thrashed about the 
gulf of Mexico, obliterated Oalveston, 
cwept up the Mississippi valley and 
across the Grata Lmk»s, and the inhabi- 
tants In thle corner of th* country have 
nearly U.OOOsOOO to add to th« lengthen- 
ing ll»t of tosses which this remarkable 
storm destroyed in its 10,000-mile career. 


Strangely enough, the gale in Lhss sec- 


tion was more destructive on land than 
at sea. 
It found a greater part of New 


England dried and parched from three 
month*' drought, so that within an hour 
after tha storm began a score of forest 
fires which by sO*at effort had been al- 
most subdued, were burning ft ercfly, «nd 
agradn sweeping over vast expanses of 
country- 
Nearly all these fires are still 


burning, and this Is especially true ot 
the districts to the south and west of this 
city, so that the air is permeated with 
smoke. 


A week ago It only required m. puff to 


set in motion a J10.000 forest flre, BO that 
a living gale yesterday, with the country 
in exactly th* same condition, fanned, 
blew and swept the flames over ten times 
as much ierntc-ry, and by noon a dozen 
of these Sorest flre« were burning fierce- 
ly, especially among the pines of Ply- 
mouth county and Cape Cod. 
In Ply- 


mouth county a score of summer resi- 
dents had" their property destroyed, and 
many TV ho had Hngeied, barely escaped 
with their lines. 


No fatalities have been reported, but 


there are a number of isolated housaa

•wings. Davy springs to bis foet. He 
listens with his hand to his ear. 
The 


orchestra ploys tremolo. 'The wolves!' 
be cries, and tbe bouse begins to hold 
its breath. 


"Meanwhile the prop man puts oa 


more steam. TUe beasts are nearing. 
Davy glares around distractedly. • Mer- 
ciful hevfngs! He has,burned up the 
door bar for fuel! 
The prop man 


howls at the top of his voice. 
Davy 


dashes up his sleeve. He springs to 
the door, rams his bare arm through 
the empty staples, and two stuffed 
wolves* heeds are poked suddenly 
through a bole at the bottom! 
Then, 


the curtain drops, there is more tremo- 
lo, aud it rises again to discover Davy 
fainting at the portal with a couple of 
strealts.of red paint around his good 
right', arm to siiow where the staples 
pinched. That scene would excite de- 
rlsioa today, but it kept the wolf froia 
Mayo's own door for many a long year. 
Incidsntajly It was responsible 
for 


some ludicrous mishaps. 


"On one occasion, while touring 


through Iowa, the special scenery waa 
delayed by a railroad wreck and a local 
stage carpenter undertook to 'fake up' 
tbe cabin Interior.

The United, States Is experiencing a 


inoukey famine. Simians are so scarce 
that prices have tripled within the last 
month, and even Italian organ grinders 
have been ied into disposing of their 
pets to showmen who could not make 
purchases o* the regular animal deal- 
ers, aays the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Tha unprecedented demand for n,on- 


fceya for use in vaudeville perform- 
ances and the innumerable monkey 
circuses traveling through the country 
has taken the dealers by surprise, and 
they are Just beginning to realize that 
the monkey will he one of the Imports 
showing an enormous gain before tho 
year has ended. The apes, rtngtailed 
baboons and all other species of mon- 
keys are in great demand, and it Is 
predicted that the famine of simians 
is likely to he long drawn out 
Fully 


one-half of the moukoys bought for 
exhibition and training purposes are 
short lived. Consumption rapidly car- 
ries them off, and the show people tlml 
that they must replace them if t' 
.- 


want to keep popular with arausen' 
! 


patrons. 


Two years ago an Italian trained 


three monkeys to do a stage act. 
Vaudeville managers at first turned a 
deaf ear to his offers of putting on his 
act at a low price. After some per- 
suasion he induced one manager to 
give him a trial. The act made a tre- 
mendous hit, and dozens of old time 
circus men began to train monkeys. 
Previous to this success they had look- 
ed UDOU iqonkeys as useful only in 
amusing children and increasing the 
sale of peanuts and popcorn. 


Last spring ten monkey circuses be- 


gan to travel about the country, and 
showmen pui'chased monkeys by the 
dozen, paying all sorts of fancy prices 
for them. About the same number of 
vaudeville actors having monkeys aa 
leading features sought and found en- 
gagements. The circuses made money 
quickly, and the vaudeville "turns" 
drew higher salaries than ever before 
heard of for an animal act Then mon- 
kc-ys began to go up in price. Two 
months ago they became very scarce. 
A few days ago they could not be pur- 
chased of the animal dealers, who had 
sold out their supplies, and the show- 
men began to scour the country for pet 
monkeys, 


Chicago animal dealers, -who usually 


have from 10 to 50 monkeys in stock, 
report that they have none in their 
stores and that they are receiving calls 
for them every day. One dealer said 
the ather Oay that he had borrowed a 
monltoy from a showman to display In 
his show window. N. Slotkin of a Chi- 
cago bird store said that he bad no 
monkeys m stock and that his custom- 
ers were anxiously waiting until he 
could receive a supply from the coast 
cities. 


"A cargo of monkeys Is expected 


from Brazil within a few days, and I 
•will have a large consignment," said 
Mr. Slotkin. ''I expect several varie- 
ties. Prices will be far above those of 
List season. The cheapest monkeys will 
sell at §180 per dozen and from that 
price to $5,000 per dozen for the large 
baboons. Showmen have found that 
monkeys are easily trained and that 
their acts please the people so well that 
they are all shouting for more mon- 
keys. I only wish that I bad a few 
dozen in my store today." 


W. W. Gentry, one of a firm of broth- 


ers, who owns three pony, dog and 
monkey circuses, said that he had fail- 
ed in all his efforts to buy monkeys. 


"We need a number of monkeys and 


will pay good prices for them," said 
Mr. Gentry. "I have written to all tha 
animal dealers I know of, and they 
have sent me word that they have no 
monkeys for sale. Monkeys are bring- 
ing good prices, but Just now it is im- 
possible to buy any. A cargo is expect- 
ed from Brazil soon, but I understand 
that It has been sold in advance. Tho 
scarcity of monkeys is caused by the 
great demand. Every old showman is 
carrying trained monkeys. They're all 
the go Just now." 


Professor Charles Woodford, an ex- 


perienced animal trainer and owner of 
monkeys making balloon ascensions, 
eald: "I have five monkeys which I 
•wouldn't sell for $200 each, although 
I paid less than one-sixth of that sum 
for them. It is simply impossible to 
find monkeys in this country today. 
I've had a man out drumming through 
the Italian settlement for monkeys, 
and he has succeeded in buying one. 
This demand is caused by the popu- 
larity of trained monkeys with amuse- 
ment patrons. People are Just finding 
out that monkeys are easy to train and 
are great comedians."

cates that it is generally felt that Yale 
is still a thoroughly democratic college, 
where tho btudent without means is 
respected equally with the rich."

It is true that the tanhic 
acid apt to come out of th« leaf in the 
socond infusion may injure the Ameri- 
can stomach, but 'John' cares for none 
of those things—he knows the beauty 
and profit of the adulteration." 


The reason why the 'outlet for the 


pure arid unadulterated machine made 
tea of Ceylon and India in this country 
has been somwhat limited heretofore 
is that only a small percentage of our 
people- use black tea. 


Having gathered in a very large pro- 


portion of these black tea drinkers, the 
growers tof Ceylon and IrJiia saw the 
necessity of catering to the trade of 
green tea drinkers and they are now 
producing on a large scale uncolored 
green tea of delicate flavor to supplant 
the adulterated green teas of Chiria. 


Now that a pure green tea is at the 


disposal of lo\rers of tea, not only the 
:act that the Ceylon and India green is 
a better tea, but the natural repug-

"A ico'n\ 
many cranks seem to believe that Uncle 
Bam employs his foreign representatives 
for the particular purpose of catering to 
their hobbies. A womau in Iowa, for ex- 
ample, once wrote to request ine to send 
her ten 'typical examples of the folk lore 
of the people' and cautioned me to hav.

obsolete—guns in position, and nightly 
watched and prayed for Boxers. This 
was before my first experience with 
a "no mercy" Chinese mob. So one 
night after tiffin I steered- my rickshaw 
forth on a voyage of discovery. 


We passed tamps of imperial troops 


who were there to guard us against the 
Bexers, but who prayed in tlrair Inmost 
souls that the Boxers would scupper 
us, while they could loot our lares and 
penates and play at foreign devils in j 
our houses for a dny or two. 
They | 


were foreign drilled troops in dark 
blue semi-European clothes, like sail- 
ors' slops, with knapsack, blanket and 
Mauser rifle, and ammunition belt fill- 
ed •vritb the bullet that sings so sweet- 
ly and makes just the tiniest little 
round'hole and gives no pain at first, 
but death speedily or speedy recorery. 
Certaialy inside the cartridge box were 
a few blank rounds in case their for- 
eign general should order them to fire 
on the loyal patriot Boxers. 


These chaps made various poMte re- 


marks, doubtless referring to the gen- 
eral character of my ancestry, and 
grinned at me as the Scripture hath it, 
"They go round about the city and grin 
like a dog," but made no forcible ob- 
jection to my presence. I arrived at 
the iron bridge, but no Boxers. 
I 


crossed and entered the Bowery por- 
tion of the city, as it were—the same 
quiet respect. 
A small body of sol- 


diers, foreign drilled, passed. I sa- 
luted the peacock feathered, blue but- 
toned leader, who bowed graciously in 
return. 
They turned down a side 


street. I felt a sort of feeling that I 
had gone "far enough and could turn 
ba<ik and 30 home qufckly with my ob- 
ject accomplished. L did not quite see 
what good I had done and wished I 
had riot come, or had madejmy'will, or 
left p. p. c. cards on niy friends. 


That instant a thousand y'ells, stones 


fpom all sides, one small portion of ig- 
neous rock at the back of the neck, a 
blow in the back, a thousand yells of 
curses, and "Kill, kill, the foreign dev- 
il!" a sweating- rickshaw cooly drop- 
'plng the shafts in abject terror, a look 
behind and a glance at the yellow dev- 
ils swarming out of house nnd hovel 
and alleyway, shouting, laughing in 
glee, who, bold enough to make the 
first decisive blow, which of us ahull 
hugchee (out in a thousand pieces) the 
foreign devil, helpless and alone, yells 
t* tke crowd to surround in front. A 
glance from me at the turbid, yellow 
river; no hope that way. Boatmen on 
their junks, the most vicious of Chi- 
nese lower classes, all reacry'there. 


• Happy inspiration! Coolness, smiles, 
the open sesame to all in China—mon- 
ey—and," if cornered, a desperate foot- 
ball rush into the richest and nearest 
Chinese shop, bundlf out the stuff Into 
the street and make a rush through the 
sbon mto the yard behind and«over the 
wall in a mad scramble for the next 
wall and a qu'.etcr street.

deuce go home," said in pigeon English 
emphasized with, kicks,but ha"saveed."

Out coiacs my revolver, reserved 
for extremities; they don't stop us, but 
follow'close by; more ro-cnforceraents 
needed to stop one foreign devil; shop- 
keepers come running out to see the 
fun, but are apathetic either way. Sud- 
denly a welcome sight, a cadaverous 
Individual with a glass button and a 
stick, a viceroy's policeman. Out comes 
the revolver and straight at bis htad.

|>cue.d. what might have htppeneiTwa* 
quite enough for me to contemplate. 


It was tbe third or fourth day of th» 


•lego of Tlen-tsln.> It bad been raining 
real rain; also shell (or spell it without 
the s). We were wet, tired, miserable, 
after three dap' hard tgbtlug against 
'China's armies of the north and valiant 
Boxere, for brave they certainly were. 
We wpre annoyed, too, at tb*> certain 
treach'ery'tbere*waf nil around"UB. Wu 
bad been pottod at, killid and wounded 
from unknown bouses id the midst of 
our concession*. We had found ^rma, 
rifles, swordB, ammunition In quanti- 
ties all tied with Boxers; emblems in 
our servants' quarters and many of our 
proforelgn and, save the mark, Chris- 
tian Chinese bouses. A long string of 
suspects, gnarded by bluejackets with 
fixed bayonets, squatting Chinese fash- 
ion, on their haunches, pigtails tied to- 
gether, awaiti'd in an extempore bar-j 
rack yard the coming of Captain Bal- I 
Icy, R. N., senior naval officer, or John • 
Bull, as he behaves and is fondly call- 
ed, the arbiter of their fate. 


Tho Chinese had been gathered, in j 


during the day by various pickets and 
patrols. 
Some had suspicious docu- \ 


ments, others concealed arms, others , 
nothing at all but faces that spoke of 
an intimate acquaintance with devils 
of the night. Some spoke fluent Eng- 
lish, were well dressed and most indig- j 
nant at being suspected of being "p!« | 
geon posts" (telephone lines to warn ' 
Chinese gunners of stray or high or i 
low shots). We did not believe It then, i 
but now we know things we did not! 
dream of then. 


These were all tried by drumhead 


court martial, but my etory deals only 
with the two Chinese who wer'e espe- 
cially guarded and were tied togetqei\ 
hands behind back, at ttie end of the 
line. Two red Chinese documents bad i 
been found on 'them. They were in- j 
Btructions they were carrying to or 
from a Boxer chief, and, a competent 
Chinese scholar having translated them, 
they were found to contain orders to 
massacre all the males in Tien-tsin and 
reserve a worse fate, for the women 
and children. 


They were evil looking devils, cer- j 


tainly of the regular well fed and j 
clothed Chinese ruffian class. 
They j 


never opened their lips, but I could see 
that their keen, shifty almond eyes 
never left Captain Bailey's face for one 
moment. 
They were tbe last dealt 


with.

with the Boxers' documents, will be 
shot, dispatched at once, Major Luke."

In nearly every place he found that 
the clerks were working- over the new 
limit, many of them working one hour 
overtime, or 59 hours a \veek. 
Only 


one of the large stores, the Boston 
store, came under the limit. Here the 
clerks work 5T& hours a week. 


The new law was supposed to BO 


Into effect July 1. but it has not bec/i 
enforced in this district 
till now. 


Most of the merchants whom it affects 
will avoid the difficulty by giving: their 
clerks a longer time at noon, 10 min- 
utes a day more taking off one'hour 
during the week. 


The lu.iv ufCccls most heavily the 


proprietors of ice cream parlors and 
restaurants where youag men are em- 
ployed as clprks. In Jome of* these 
places the la\v will compel the hiring 
of more clerks. The telegraph ofRces 
are affected in connect'on with their 
messenger 1-oys, and it will cornoel tha 
offices to secure extra uoys. 


After soemsr that all the local .mer- 


chants understand the law Mr. Dam 
will visit Adams, Williamstown and 
other Dlaces east of here as far as 
Greenfield whicn are in his district.
